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Southern Pacific ‘First’: 


Giant Car 


here are about 1.8 million 

railroad freight cars in the 
United States, but Southern Pa- 
cific’s new car No. 618000 is un- 
like any of the others, although it 
is the forerunner of many similar 
ones to come. 

This giant of a car will carry 30 
small automobiles, and it carries 
them loaded vertically—standing 
on end, front bumper down, like 
books in a bookcase. 

The experimental car, named 
Vert-A-Pac, is a product of Gen- 
eral Motors-Southern Pacific joint 
planning and research. It has been 
built especially to transport Chev- 
rolet Division’s new subcompact 
automobile — thus far referred to 
only by its code name of XP-887. 

The concept of the 89-foot-long, 
high-roof box car evolved from 


discussions more than a year ago 
between General Motors Presi- 
dent Edward N. Cole and South- 
erm Pacific Senior Vice President 
William G. Peoples, 

Cole told Peoples in confidence 
that General Motors was seriously 
considering building in this coun- 
try a subcompact automobile 
which would vigorously compete 
with foreign-made small cars and 
that he had given considerable 
thought to an entirely new and 
more efficient way to ship the 
small auto, either by water or by 
rail, and was convinced it could 
be developed. 

He asked Southern Pacific to 
cooperate with his staff on the in- 
vention of such a method, and our 
equipment design engineers and 
cost analysts immediately went to 
work on the assignment. 

At present, about half of the 
new cars manufactured in the 
United States are shipped from 
assembly plants by rail, but ship- 
ments are made mostly on open, 
“bi-level and tri-level rail cars — 
which Southern Pacific pioneered 
in 1960 and which hold 8 to 15 
autos, depending on their size. 

Although these rail cars are a

great improvement over earlier 
methods, they do expose the new 
automobile to vandalism and pil- 
ferage with resultant loss and 
damage claims, even when sides 
of the rail cars are screened. 

After careful consideration of a 
number of distribution concepts 
submitted by our engineers, Gen- 
eral Motors and Southern Pacific 
people began talking seriously 
about an entirely new method 
which had been suggested in the 
final pages of Southern Pacific’s 
study — the concept of vertical 
loading in closed rail cars. They 
agreed that this concept met the 
primary requisites of reducing ex- 
posure, while at the same time 
cutting unit transportation costs 
substantially, provided General 
Motors could overcome objections 
to standing its new automobiles 
on end for the ride. 

At this point Cole personally 
saw to it that his automotive en- 
gineers quickly designed four 
simple, inexpensive, temporary 
seals to prevent any leakage of oil, 
gasoline or water during ship- 
ment, He then gave Southern Pa- 
cific a green light to work out the 
details of the rail car design with 


his engineers, in conformity with 
design of the XP-887. 

Following General Motors spe- 
cifications, Southern Pacific built 
a prototype Vert-A-Pac super- 
structure on an existing flat car 
at Sacramento General Shops. A 
detailed cost analysis showing 
transportation savings was pre- 
sented to Cole, along with our as- 
surance that, if General Motors 
approved the new rail car, we 
would provide the necessary Vert- 
A-Pacs to handle General Motors’ 
subcompact distribution in our 
12-state territory. 

Since February the unique 
Vert-A-Pac has been undergoing 
tests and modifications at Gen- 
eral Motors Technical Center at 
Warren, Mich. It has been on sev- 
eral long-distance test runs loaded 
with dummy automobiles approx- 
imating the 169-inch length and 
under-2000 pounds weight of the 
XP-887, and coupled to a railroad 
dynamometer car which measures 
stresses, impacts and other char- 
acteristics of how the autos will 
ride. It has been demonstrated to 
more than 35 other railroads and 
to five rail car manufacturers. 

Each long side of the Vert-A- 
Pac car is divided into five com-

partments, and each compartment 
holds three XP-887s. Hinged at 
the bottom, the vertical door — 
or side — of each compartment 
opens outward, like the shelf on a 
dropleaf desk, and becomes a load- 
ing and securement platform for 
three automobiles, 

Autos are either driven or 
pushed by machine three at a time 
onto the platform and the plat- 
form is raised and locked to be- 
come once again a part of the side 
of the freight car. No tie-down 
chains are used as in conventional 
horizontal loading, and no human 
hand need touch the automobiles 
after they are placed on the plat- 
form. 

The pallet principles of loading 
is fast, simple and fool-proof, Only 
a slight modification of an ordi- 
nary fork lift truck is needed to 
lower and raise the sides of the 
rail car, the fork lift being guided 
by grooves in the car side panels, 

When the autos are placed on 
the platform their wheels drop 
into wells, and as the platform is 
raised to an upright position the 
XP-887s are automatically locked 
into position by simple brackets 
on the auto frames engaging hooks 
built into the Vert-A-Pac car plat- 
form. Since this self-locking and 
self-releasing feature provides se- 
curement to the auto frame, no 
strain is placed on the suspension 
of the auto. 

In a major loading location such 
as at the automobile assembly 
plant fork lift trucks could be, 
economically replaced by faster 
“arch” gantry cranes. 

The Vert-A-Pac car stands 17 
feet 4 inches above rail —- some 


two feet higher than standard box 
cars — and is near the height limit 
allowed by overhead rail clear- 
ances. It therefore cannot be used 
to transport the longer automo- 
biles in full vertical position. 
Nevertheless, General Motors and 
Southern Pacific engineers are 
now designing another new rail car 
along similar principles which will 
accommodate standard size autos, 


Four hooks like these fit into brackets attached 
to frame of auto, holding it safely during ship- 
ment.

With the car sides closed and 
locked, the subcompact autos are 
protected from weather extremes, 
industrial fallout, vandalism, pil- 
ferage, unauthorized “passengers” 
and the inconveniences of the auto 
frame tie-down devices —- all of 
which are deficiencies of handling 
by the present tri-levels. Running 
tests show that the simple yet 
strong securement and the special 
end-of-car cushioning devices give 
excellent protection to the lading. 

General Motors and Southern 
Pacific have agreed that there will 
be no patent restrictions on the 
Vert-A-Pac method and that rail 
equipment builders as well as 
other auto manufacturers may be 
licensed to use it.

TOPS Progress 


The TOPS (Total Operations 
Processing System) network now 
covers the Texas and Louisiana 
Lines, and the work of tying va- 
rious terminals on the Cotton Belt 
and the Northwestern Pacific into 
this $22 million system is moving 
ahead rapidly. 

It is expected that all Cotton 
Belt and NWP terminals will be 
cut over to TOPS by the end of 
August. Training for employes 
who will be involved with TOPS 
procedures precedes installation of 
the system at each location. 

With the extension of TOPS to 
the two subsidiaries, the entire 
railroad will be covered. TOPS 
will then reflect the current or 
“real time” status of virtually 
every major physica] element in- 
volved in the operation of the rail- 
road — each train, yard, industry 
service area, and each of the 
93,000 freight cars of all owner- 
ships on line on a given day. 

The TOPS installation program 
is currently running more than 
nine months ahead of schedule. 
Some 380 input/output units out 
of the 450 required for the entire 
system are now in service. 


At Annual Meeting: 


Holding Company 
Plan Approved 


A corporate reorganization plan 
to form a holding company which 
would own the transportation 
company.and permit more widely 
diversified activities was approved 
by Southern Pacific stockholders 
at the Company’s annual meeting 
in Wilmington, Del., on May 14. 

Under the plan, Southern Pa- 
cific Company will be merged into 
a new corporation, Southern Pa- 
cific Transportation Company, 
which will take over all the activi- 
ties now performed by Southern 
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Pacific Company. 

All of the transportation com- 
pany’s stock will be held by a new 
holding company, temporarily 
named S.P., Inc., which upon con- 
summation of the merger will as- 
sume the name of Southern Pacific 
Company- Stockholders will hold 
the same amount of stock in the 
holding company that they now 
hold in Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. 

An application for approval of 
the merger is pending before the 


Interstate Commerce Commission. 

In asking stockholders to ap- 
prove the plan, President B. F. 
Biaggini said he felt it would facil- 
itate future financing and diversi- 
fication and give the Company 
greater flexibility. 

A new director, Thomas M. 
Evans of New York, was elected 
at the meeting. Evans is chairman 
and chief executive officer of Crane 
Company, chairman of H. K. Por- 
ter Company, and president of 
Evans and Company, Inc.

We Seek Tri-Weekly 


Runs te Trim Losses 


Southern Pacific has asked the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
to approve tri-weekly operation of 
the Sunset between Los Angeles 
and New Orleans, and the Cas- 
cade between the San Francisco 
Bay Area and Portland. 

In addition, the Company has 
posted notices proposing tri- 
weekly service on the City of San 
Francisco between the Bay Area 
and Ogden, Utah. 

“Tri-weekly runs will still be 
heavy deficit operations,” said 
Robert M. Jochner, passenger 
traffic manager, “but the fewer 
trips will be sufficient to meet any 
public need and at the same time 
will allow us to keep the three 
trains running and even improve 
the service.” 

Following I.C.C, approval of 
tri-weekly service on the Sunset, 
he said, Southern Pacific will re- 
store diner-lounge and sleeping 
car service over the full 2,033-mile 
route on the same basis as that 
which last existed on the New Or- 
leans-E] Paso segment in 1966. 

“We believe that virtually all 
present users of the three trains 
can, without undue inconven- 
ience, maintain their patronage 
under a tri-weekly schedule — 
thus helping to preserve the serv- 
ice and the present level of train 
revenues while we are allowed 
to reduce our losses,” Jochner 
pointed out. 

The Sunsets run up the biggest 
deficits of all Southern Pacific pas- 
senger trains. Their loss in 1968 
was $2,455,000. During the same 
year, the Cascades lost $1,375,000, 
and the two City of San Francisco 
trains lost $1,244,000.

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According to World Safety Re- 
search, Inc., which coordinates the 
Harriman Award program, the 
casualty rate for employes of Class 
T railroads and those of switching 
and terminal companies was 12.97 
per million man-hours in 1968. 
This would be equivalent to a crew 
of five men working seven and one- 
half years without an injury. 

Southern Pacific’s casualty ra- 
tio was 6.78 last year. Applying 
the same formula, this would be 
equivalent to a five-man crew 
working over 14 years without an 
injury. 5 
Begun in 1918 by the late Mrs. 
Mary W. Harriman in memory of 
her husband, E. H. Harriman, who 
was chairman of the Executive 
Committee and president of 
Southern Pacific between 1901 
and 1909, the Harriman Awards 
have been continued under the

Pres. Biaggini and Vice Pres. Kriebel Are Featured Speakers: 


Key Talks at Marketing Seminar 


President B. F. Biaggini and 
Vice President-Traffic F. E. Krie- 
bel both were featured speakers 
at the First Annual International 
Marketing Seminar at Northeast- 
ern University, Boston, Mass., on 
June 26. 

Mr. Biaggini discussed the need 
to eliminate outdated regulatory 
restrictions which prevent the for- 
mation of fully integrated trans- 
portation companies, capable of 
offering shippers a complete line 
of transportation service under 
single ownership. 

“Only the kind of cooperation 
that exists under common man- 
agement will effectively induce the 
separate modes to combine so as 
to produce the most complete 
transportation service at lowest 
cost,” he said. 

He pointed out that “while 
Southern Pacific has diversified 
into other transportation modes 
as far as the statutes permit, and 
also into enterprises other than 
transportation, we have at the 
same time built the most modern 
railroad plant in America.” 

The Company’s railroad capital 
expenditures amounted to $124 
million in 1967 and $108 million 
in 1968, and they will total about 
$200 million in 1969, the Presi- 
dent said. 

In a talk on “The Land Bridge 
— a Myth or a Method?” Mr. 
Kriebel pointed out that the Big 
Four, founders of Southern Pa- 


cific, pioneered the land bridge 
concept over a century ago. 

Their shipping lines, he said, 
“provided regular service from 
Yokohama and Hong Kong to 
California ports. They trans- 
loaded cargoes on the old Oakland 
Long Wharf, and their famous 
‘Silk and Tea Trains’ from there 
to the East Coast were the first 
land bridge trains.” 

While Southern Pacific is 
“ready now to operate land bridge 
trains whenever the traffic is of- 
fered at reasonable rates,” he ex- 
plained, there are many economic 
and organizational problems to be 
solved before land bridge service 
develops in volume. Just advertis- 
ing that the service is available 
is not going to bring it about. 

“Land bridge service today is 
still a myth, but one which does 
have potential for development 
into a viable method,” he de- 
clared. 


“What excites me more at the 
moment is the wide range of 
possibilities for moving U.S.- 
originated or destined foreign 
shipments by well-coordinated in- 
termodal transportation. I view 
this as a modified land bridge type 
of operation involving the use of 
inland rail service to displace 
second or third ports of call, a 
method which can improve ship 
operating profits and make avail- 
able to shippers a faster and better

service,” Mr. Kriebel pointed out.

Marks and Chess Pass Away 


Two prominent retired South- 
ern Pacific officers died recently. 
They were Raymond (Ray) E. 
Marks, former general tax com- 
missioner, and T. Louis Chess, 
former general passenger agent, 
both from the General Office at 
San Francisco. 

Marks, who retired last March 
after nearly 49 years’ service, died 
at 65 in San Francisco. 

Chess passed away in San 
Mateo at the age of 79, He had 
more than 50 years’ service at the 
time of his retirement at San 
Francisco in 1957. 

Marks, as general tax commis- 
sioner, supervised disbursement of 
about $95 miilton annually in 
taxes paid by Southern Pacific to 
numerous counties, cities and dis- 
tricts in 12 states. One of the most 


widely known railroad men in the 
west, he was at one time or an- 
other, head of at least 14 different 
organizations. 

Chess also devoted a lifetime of 
service to community and philan- 
thropic affairs. He was appointed 
to the San Mateo County Board 
of Supervisors in 1959 and subse- 
quently was elected and re-elected 
three times, serving as its chair- 
man in 1962 and in 1966. In addi- 
tion, he belonged to about 50 Bay 
Area and national organizations, 
serving most of them as an officer, 
governor or board member. 

While with the railroad he be- 
longed to nearly all of this coun- 
try’s railroad and travel organiza- 
tions and was known to thousands 
of railroad passengers as ‘‘Mr. 
Southern Pacific.”
